“Roamer was n great horse, o
mighty horse, bin ;2 wasn't as good
as this fellow,” sald Jack Golds-
borough, the veteran horseman, who
trained both horses “This fellow can
do anything Roamer ever did, and he
{8 more consistent.”

And almost all racegoers agreed
with him after the Yorktown Handi-
cap at the Empira Clty track yester-
day afternoon. Y_nllpwlmnd won it in
amazing fashion.

The stake was at one mile and a
quarter and he curried 132 pounds,
gave blg lumps of welght to all of his
opponents and galloped all the way
to win eased up in 2:05 3-5, At Bel-
mont Park or Saratoga this time
would be only mediocre, but over the
#slow Yonkers courss horsemen pro-
©laimed it wonderful,

At no stage of the contest was the re-
sult in doubt. While following an ex-
coptlonally fast pace set by the Xalapa
Farm's Bon Homme, he ran with his
mouth wide open, fighting his hardest
to go faster. And when Charley Miller
gave him his head while rounding the
bend ho sprang to the front and the
race was over. Bon Homme finlshed
second and Harry F. Binclalr's Thun-
derclap was third.

The Yerktown was the final stake of
the yea: in the metropolitan distriot
and it trought out one sf the largest
crowds thatr ever visited the lttle West-
chester track. The weather was ideal.
It wae moro like upring than late au-
tumn and lovers of the thoroughbred
flocked there from all parts of the
Btate and New Jersey. The grandstand
‘Wwas packed and the lawns crowded to
capacity. And In the clubhouse the
Wathering resembled an assemblage at
& spring meeting at Belmont Park. The
restaurant upstaire was filled with
luncheon partles and hundreds of fash-
fonably gowned women occupled seats
on the lawn. :

fact that it was the last day of
the season brought out a majority of
the crowd, but there were thousands
there especlally to seo Yellow Hand run.

Yellow Hand a Favorite,

This four<year-old son of Rosendale
and Yellow Hem, which C. A. Stoneham
bought from R. T. Wilson last fall and
turned over to Jack Goldsborough to
train, has been most consistent handleap
horsa in the country and because of his
#peed and lungs and heart he has earned
more friends than any thoroughbred
since Man o' War was retired.

Farly In the season ho was defented
two or three times, but since he first
earned brackets this year he has been
beaten only once and on that ocomsion
he was nearly knocked <Gowni He has
won ten etakes and more than $44,000
for his new owner. Last season he won
eleven races for Mr. Wilson,

Among those at the course to gee him
run was Mr. Wilson. He loves Yellow
Hand and Dry Moon, the three-year-old
he sold to Mr. Stonsham, and any time
elther of them Is scheduled to start he
is at the course. He is not peeved be-
cause he sold the horse. He says he Is
glad he is In good hands and that he
runs such great races. And hls actlons
before, durlng and after a contest in
which either starts proves what he says
18 true. He s one of the most enthusi-
astlc admirers of both "orses. Ha visits
them in the paddock, “roots” for them
during the race and is one of the first
to seek the owner and congratulste him
and his trainer after a victory,

Yellow Hand's opponents in the York-
town weren't truly great horses, but they
waere above the ordinary, and all of them
were known for speed and stamina. But
the sopn of Rosmsendale had so many ad-
mirers that he was made an odds on
favorite and was heavily backed at 2 to
5. Pon Homme, the three-year-old son
of Bweep, had a fow admirers, but most

of them pinned their falth and wagers
on him to finish sccond. For soms un-
known reagon Thunderclap was en-
tirely neglected, and all gorts of reports
drifted from the paddock about his poor
condition. Edwina was considered out-
classed, and only a few casual visitors
wagered on her,

Don Homme Sets Fast Pace,

When it came to raclng Bon Homme
went to the front as soon as the barrier
went up, just as was cxpected, This
Sweap colt Is as fast as any man's horse
and stepped down the stretch and around
the first turn at a terrific pace three
lengths ahead of the remainder of the
field, which was led by Edwina, Bon
Homme stepped the first quarter in
0:23 3-5, but as fast as he was going
Yellow Hand could have been in front
If Miller had allowed him to do his beat.

Down the backstreteh to the half mile
pole Bon Homme sped in 48 seconds and
still he was three lengths In front, with
Edwina second, Yellow Hand third and
Thunderclap staggering along in the
rear, At the slx furlong mark, with
Bon Homme In command, the official
watch sald 1:123-5. Soon after this
pole had been passed came the run up
the hill around the turn, ' Just before
reaching it Miller gave Yellow Hand a
little free rein. In a few jumps he was
at Bon Homme's heels, Then Miller
gave him another little breathing spell
When the one mile pols was passed In
1:39 1-6, Miller gave Yellow Hand more
reln and in what seemed like nn instant
he was bounding along in front,

+And he continued to bound along at
a fast pace until a sixteenth of a mile
from the Judges. At that point Miller
began to ease up his mount and the best
horse on the American turf went past
gﬁr Judges the victor by a length and a

Bon Homme was much better than
the other contestants and finlshed four
lengths ahead of Thunderclap,

Thunderclap's race was so much be-
low his best form that the crowd gasped
and moaned when he staggered ncross
the finlsh line,

Bon Homme showed that he is as fast
and as sturdy as almost any three-year-
old In tralning.

OfMcers Nide Poorly.

The United States Army purse, a race
for ammy officers, wns anything but a
good contest and It is likely It will be
the last held in this district. The riding
waa wretched. The winner was Long
Trafl, owned by Major Metoult Reed and
ridden by Major Stevenson.

The public considered him to have
little or no chance to win before the
race and he was quoted at 8 to 1. But
this price dangled bealde his name for
only an instant. He had as many {riends
as if he were a Man o' War., There was
an avalanche of wagers on hlin and hias
odds toppled in jumps until it reached
the prohibitive price of 1 to &

Major Stevenson rode best, while nll
the other ridera made the welrdeat kind
of mistakes. When Long Trall won it
was the unanimous opinlon among
horsemen that he wasn't the bost horse
in the race.

Major Parie, the old and crippled son
of Dick Wallaa and Lady Infallible,
won the Old Hickory purse from half
n dosen good platers. That he was re-
turned the vietor was due In great part
to o perfect ride by little Eddle Kum-
mer. This little ninety pound lad sent
Major Parke to the front as soon as
the barrier went up and allowed him to
rate along In front. When Jook Scot
challenged ounding the band Eddle
didn't become excited and urge his
mount. He took back a trifle and gave
his mount a .lttle breathing spall. Then
when the homestretch was reached he
went to work on his mount and, catch
Ing Jock Scot tiring, came on and won
handily by a length.

R. T. Wllson's silka flashed home in
front in the opening event when Tan
gerine won by a head. Glenbells was
second and Nightboat third.
